The gastro-camera, which is the in- 
vention of a Viennese engineer, has 
been guarded with the closest secrecy. 

The most obvious application of the 
new invention, according to physi- 
clans, is to gastric ulcers, an extreme- 
ly prevalent disorder which is difficult 
both to diagnose precisely and to 
treat. 

The camera, which is a little more 
than half an inch in diameter, is in- 
serted into the stomach by swallow- 
ing. It takes sixteen separate photo- 
graphs at a single exposure, each pho- 
tograph leas than a quarter of an inch 
square, but capable of great enlarge- 
ment. It carries a lamp said to be 
the equivalent of 6,000 candle power 
in brilliance, which floods the whole 
interior of the stomach with IMlumi- 
nation.

Stone and Bricks to Have 
Place in Tower. 


Romances and reality divide honors 
in a collection of historic stones on 
exhibition on the thirty-third floor of 
Tas Triscuns Tower, secured from 
many lands and climes to be incor- 
porated in the building that houses 
this newspaper. 

Yesterday the collection was aug- 
mented by two ancient bricks and a 
piece of “rip rap.” stone taken from 
Old Fort Sumter, 8. C., and sent to

The two bricks reveal the crudity 
of thelr manufacture in those days of 
the country’s youth, but still are 


sturdy and serviceable. One carries 


a dent that may or may not have been 
caused by a bullet.

Of equally great interest are the 
remainder of the stones in the collec- 
tion. ‘The largest individual piece is 
a porous clay colored boulder that was 
once a part of the Great Pyramid in 
Egypt. dt was forwarded to Chicago 
by John Steele, London correspondent. 

Next in size comes an ornate, gray 
slab of stone from the cathedral at 
Rouen, France. Jay Allen, foreign 
correspondent for THs Trisune, for- 
warded this. 

Mrs. Otis Hann of Chicago donated 
a valuable addition to the exhibit—a 
brick and two small tiles from the 
buried city of Pompeii, Italy. They 
are the smallest stones in the group, 
and in appearance are the color of 
sub baked brick. 

There is a square stone from the 
eenate press gallery in the national 
capitol, a granite rock from Bunker 
hill, secured through the courtesy of 
John Mead Howells, architect, and a 
rlebetan boulder that was taken from 
the bottom of a well dug for a caisson

That 
is a competition for the safest air- 
plane that man can at present de- 
vise. The safe aircraft competition 
of the Guggenheim fund is offering 
prizes totaling $150,000 to those manu- 
facturers who can produce an air- 
plane embodying all the latest de- 
velopments in safety without material- 
ly damaging the machine's efficiency. 
“Those who have been fiying for a 
number of years have witnessed at 
first hand the great imprevement in 
the airplane as a mechanical! structure. 
They can be justifiably proud of the 
record of safety in modern aviation. 
It is obvious, however, that there are 
certain problems which must be solved 
before the airplane can come into gen- 
eral public use with the maximum de- 
gree of safety. Foremost among these 
problems is the need for better weath- 
er reporting services and for devices 
that will eliminate, at least to a large 
extent, the hazards of log flying. The 
Guggenheim fund has now established 
a full flight laboratory under the direc- 
tien of Lieut. James H. Doolittle which 
will study the question of fog in avia- 
tion. 


Weather Reports. 


+ Here it will be possible to test the 
operation of an airplane in actual 
flight in conditions of fog to find out 
what ean be done to maintain the sta- 
bility of the machine when the pilot 
is fiying blind, to determine how he 
can best be guided to a landing field 
and what communication and signal- 
ing devices will be the most practica- 
bie, and also to study possible meth- 
ods of dissipating fog, particularly if 
it. is only confined to a small area. 
There is no pilot who will not recog- 
nize this as one of the most important 
undertakings in dviation today; and 
there is no pilot also who will not 
enthusiastically agree with the desira- 
bility ef supplying better weather re- 
ports that will tell him what kind of 
conditions he may expect on his fight. 
The weather reporting services in Cali- 


— 


fornia, between San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, which the fund estab- 
lished about a year ago have demon. 
strated the practicability of supplying 
the pilot with accurate, timely infor- 
mation about the weather, not only 
the conditions over his route but the 
conditions round about him which 
might affect his journey. 

It has been a cardinal principle of 
the fund from the beginning to confine 
ite attention to work which other- 
wise ‘might not be done. in its 
scientific research, fer example, the 
fund has been called upon te consider 
literally thousands of inventions seek- 
ing support, many of which were, of 
course, worthicss, As far as possible 
the fund has diverted these inventions, 
where there was any sign of merit, to 
organizations such as the National ad- 
visory committee for aeronautics, the 
Army Air corps and the Navy bureau 
of aeronautics, which are far better 
equipped for this type of investiga- 


tion: 
Engaged in Research. 

But a more striking indication of 
this principle is found in the change 
in policy of the fund, announced last 
June. Because of the rapid progress 
of commercial aviation in America, 
the fund decided to transfer its em- 
phasis from the work of assisting com- 
mercial aviation to the consideration 
of fundamental aeronautics and aero- 
dynamic problems. ‘“ Much of the pre- 
vious work of the fund has been di- 
rected toward the purpose of helping 
aviation help itself,” Harry Guggen- 
heim, the president, stated. ‘ Com- 
mercial aviation in America is now es- 
tablished on so sound and profitable 
a basis that further assistance of this 
kind is not necessary, and the public 
interest in aviation has been definitely 
and permanently aroused.” . 

The fund is, therefore, now engaged 
in such fundamenta] research as me- 
teorology, fog fiying, aerodynamic 
safety and other activities which the 
commercial aviation company will not 
be. prepared to handle.

GERMANY LOOKS 
MARSHALL. 


The German republic has encountered a judicial 
problem which is down at the roots’ of democratic. 
structure. -The earty American republic found it 
there and it did not find its formula until there 
had been a struggie for dbntrol between the exec- 


utive and the judiciary enlisting and dividing the 
most powerful and most able men of the republic. 
They were eager and determined to make it a 
war of extermination if necessary. 

The German issue is raised by the Supreme 
court of Leipzig, the high court of the republic. 
Three of the German states ask'ng for representa- 
tion on the board of the German railway com- 
pany and failing to get’ it appealed to the court 
which issued an injunction restraining the federal 
government from making such appointments with- 
out consulting the states. The government denied 
the court's jurisdiction and authority and refused 
to obey. The court appéaled to President Hinden- 
burg to sustain it under‘the constitution. As was 
the case in the American republic, the constitu- 
tion needs interpretation and may have to get it 
from implications, | 

The German controversy between the judiciary 
and the executive and administrative authority 
finds the president in an afbitral position. In the 
American case he had an intensely partisan de- 
termination to make the Supreme court subordi- 
nate. Jefferson not only was resolved to do that, 
but also to ruin politically and drive from public 
life his chief opponent, Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall. Two philosophies of government were in 
conflict, the patrician idea of the Federalists and 
the Jacobinism of the Jefferson Democrat-Repub- 
licans. By the time Jefferson was inaugumted 
the last stronghold of the Federalists was the 
Supreme court and its place in the government 
was not defined. 

The present balanced system of American gov- 
ernmental structure has reconciled the patrician 
and the democratic doctrines by ,taking largely 
freém both, but if Jefferson could havé controlled 
the court or if the chief justice had been timorous 
or weak the United, States at least would have 
taken a much longer time and a different road if 
it was destined to work into ite present form. 

The first great opportunity which Marshal) had 
to assert the law and maintain that it wad a gov- 
ernment of law and not of men arose in about the 
same way as the German instance, It was a 


matter of appointments. When Adams left office

WE HAVE NO MAGIC 
MOUNTAIN. 


Time and tuberculosis and the empty snows of 
the Swiss Alps are world enough for Thomas 
Mann to write two volumes on the bitter love of 
life and quiet dying. Time and disease drift there 
across the world like Alpine fogs that burn uP 
in the sun, and the Berghof sanitarium where 
the German novelist finds his theme sits high 
among the seasons on the Magic Mountain. Little 
happens in the whitened world but living and slow 
dying. The frail bodies of the people there burn 
| with fevers of emotion, thinking, and disease. 

Herr Settembrini comes febrile with thinking 
and molds the truth with plastic phrases. Herr 
Naptha, Jewish-Catholic scholiast, burns there 
against him. Peeperkorn, massive and old, Frau 
Chauchat, his mistress—loved of may men—Cas- 
torp, Ziemssen, they live the routine cure, day 
in, day out, like monks and nuns in a great order 


cheeks. But living burns within each one, each 
in its own way. Living is focused there within, 
and though their world is cut, reduced, and stand- 
ardized without, their life within is hot and deeply 
personal Their world externally has been con- 
tracted and made small; there is no action and no 
large affairs, no shifting of environment, but with- 
in their lives are great expansions, deepenings, 
stiff realities. It is the European mode of culture 
and significance. It is individual and intelligent. 
It is old. 

No American in spirit could write the Magic 
Mountain. No western bred ideas could turn and 
toil and look upon themselves and delve deeply 
back again into the matrix of reason just for the 
joy of thinking. A thought has little for itself; 
emotion is an attitude of action for the western 
man, and the bitter life of intellect and passion 
detached from doing things is little known. Skep- 
tical of action, disillusioned of time, old Europe 
if its inner culture turns to the life of reason, 
as Santayana terms it, and finds a fragile peace, 
but America still may have faith in outer things. 
To things and deeds and the’ dynamic lives of 
men and women America still can attach devo- 
tion'and significance that introverted Europe has 
in great part lost. This is a difference and a. 
difficulty, and unpleasantness and quarreling that 
grows and wanes and grows again between the 
two great regions is largely from this source. A 
world externally expanded, internally reduced, has 
grown up around America. A world richer in 
social life and action, poorer in personal life, is 
the western mode of culture, and complaint and 
petulance here or abroad will never clMange it. 
Human contact in America usually engenders 
action, not thinking and repose, and western lit- 
erature in general deals with problems more of 
social adjustment and morality than of personal 
emotion. Even Dreiser, with his dark growth of 
souls and their destruction, even Wharton, with 
her poignant intellect, even Henry James and 
Howells and Lewis, Mark Twain, Sinclair, find 
little value in the disinterested life of intellect 
and passion. Mind and emotion are instruments 
and attitudes of living to the western man. They 
are not esthetic ends. | 
America’s good temper and nalveté is charac- 
teristic of a people more concerned in folks and 
their good fortunes, in actions and affairs, than in 
ideas and the inner turnings of emotion. America 
is well disposed and generous in general and so- 
clally more Christian in her tempérament than 
are many other peoples, but her Magic Mountains 
are yet to be digcovered, and the life within, that 
European culture has indofsed, is not the west- 
ern mode. 

From the stark poverty ofthe pioneers America 
has come to a surplus in these modern times such 
as no people ever had. It is a massive surplus 
produced in this democracy, and the chief fruits 
of it are seen, says Harold Stearns, in the leisure 
of the women; From true partnership in pioneer 
production the woman of: America has moved 
into a leisure class, and on her the arts and the 
interests of the intellect, “culture,” and the lber- 
alities of education that depend on leisure all 
have descended. In her influence and in her cus- 
tody, says Stearns, America intellectually is what 
it is. Her social mindedness, her practical ap- 
proach to beauty and the intellectual (“Is it edu- 
eative? Is it-moral? Will it have social value? ”) 
have given to America its bent. 

But there are other forces. The drive and 
thrust of living make Americans the people that 
they are, The compulsion of great things beyond 
them, the con t, the winds and seas and the | 
great plains, the crash of work and the thunder 
of man’s avishes make the American. There are 
few Magic Mountains, but there ts life.

We found that out during the great war, when 
Christmas broke through the darkness of the 
blood soaked trenches like a light of hope and a 
ray of good willy shining in a dark place. The 
spiritual situation in 1928 is not that of 1917—for 
which we may indeed be grateful: but, even so, it | 
has its own darknegses and depressions, through 
which the Christmas song of joy and faith breaks 
with a gladness and promise that we sorely need 
to hear this year, when it has suddenly become so 
hard for us to believe that any year can possibly 
be a “‘year of grace.” 
For we have come upon a time when the dark 
clouds of a very sophisticated disillusionment over | 
our poor h mature and-our futile humar 
striving have for the moment taken away our 
vision of any ends or values ticularly worth 
striving for, or of any God particularly concerned 
about them or about us. We sorely need the 
reminder of Christmas that ambiguous and

ture that no man can predict, and that only the 
eyes of a creative faith in both human nature and 
diyine can glimpse at all. | 

The last year has brought to the very threshold 
of world-wide ratification the Kellogg pact, looRing 
toward the peace of the future with a concentra- 
tion that makes it peculiarly the bearer of those 
age-long hopes of peace on earth among men and 
nations of good will that are part of the very soul 
of Christmas. No one in his senses a year ago 
wou.d have dared believe that so much could 
happen so quickly sO many nations to draw 
them ‘so far together in the pursuit of this great 
goal of human history—*‘ peace on earth.” Re- 
ligious men, contemplating these things, are moved 
to repeat again the ancient words, “This is the 
Lord’s doing, and it is marvelous in our eyes.” 
They. know well enough that there will still be 
diplomats, senators, and men of worldly wisdom 
who, like Herod and his court of old, neither un- 
derstand nor care about what may grow from 
these small beginnings, and whose pens and 
swords alike will be sharp for cynical slaughter 


and cynicism and unfaith of modern men may 
indeed postpone or even thwart the hope of peace 
on earth, and involve our children in new and 
needless Calvaries whose victims, whether inno- 
cent or guilty, will not be numbered by ones or 
twos or threes.

BUNDESEN FINDS 
NARROW ROADS 
PERIL HEALTH 


Carbon Monoxide an 
Evil of Congestion. 


The narrow highways in our con- 
gested areas are a distinct health 
menacé, according N. Bun- 
desen, new coroner of Cook county 
and former city health commissioner. 

“More than two million people in 
this country,” Dr. Bundesen says, 
“are hampered in their efforts to 
earn a livelihood by heart disease. 
Poisoning from carbon monoxide gas 
is one of the reasons for the alarm- 
ing increase in this disease. 

“ Many persons believe that carbon 
monoxide is harmful only indoors. 
As early as 1923 Henderson and Hag- 


gard of Yale university designated 
city s ts among the localities 
where the deadly poison might be 


found; not in such. quantities to cause 

death, but in_gufficient quantities to 

impair healthy and in some instances 

to be the proximate cause of death. 
Spreads to Country. 

“The pollution of eity streets has 
spread to the country highways, and 
on Saturdays and Sundays when our 
radial highways are crowded to the 
point of suffocation, it is-certain that 
the air will contain a greater percent- 
age of carbon monoxide than will be 
found on most city streets. The dan- 
ger zone has moved from the city to 
the country. 

“We used to place our congested 
areas within the confines of Cook 
county but year by year that line has 
been pushed farther out. The main

Los Angeles motorists obey traffic 
laws to a better degree than drivers 
in most American cities, according to 
a nation-wide survey of traffic viola- 
tions and motor vehicle registrations. 

Los Angeles is one of six cities 
which show a greater percentage in 
increase of motor vehicles than gain 
in traffic violations, and tops the na- 
tion in increase in registrations. 

During the past decade, the figures 
show, motor vehicle registrations in 
Los“ Angeles have increased 1,280 per 
cent; while traffic violations have in- 
creased but 997 per Gent. 

In most cities traffic violations have 
increased at a faster rate than the 
number of automobiles. 

Los Angeles’ high standing in this 
regard is attributed by W. L. Brent, 
president of the traffic commission,

For the first eleven months in 1926 the 
number of cars produced was 4,323,-

model production promptly on Jan. 2.

These screens come in many sizes and 
shapes, and the types of wall paper 
used in them are delightfully varied. 

In many homes which are being 
modernized today there are one or two 
dark rooms, perhaps a north bedroom 
or dining room, a dark hallway or 
study. 

There is probably no color better 
adapted for the dark room than yel- 
low, since it yields an effect of sun- 
light.

Stained Glass Effect. 

Dear Mrs. Bargelt: Wonder if you 
will tell me how I can secure an effect 
of stained glass with paint? ‘D. A. 

Answer.—A suitable paint for this 
work is white lead tinted as desired 
with colors in off and thinned with 
turpentine to which a small amount 
of varnish has been added. Apply 


this mixture in a thin coat and stip- 
ple until a uniform paint film results. 
White lead will produce a frosted ef- 
ect and delicate tints may be secured 
adding the cdlors in oil. . Tint 
faint with these colors prior to ap- 
plication or spot them over the wet 
paint and blend into it by stippling 
after it has been applied. This latter 
treatment will produce a multitolored 
effect. If a more transparent effect 
is desired the colors in oil selected 
‘should be thinned and then applied in 
spots directly to the glass and blended 
by stippling.

Winged Ceissons. 

I was corporal, in charge of the 
eighth section, Batterp B, 147th A. 
attached to the 324 division, We had 
moved into position as a sraping bat- 
tery on the crest of Death valley, not 
far from the yanks of the Vesie river. 
We had successfully beaten back some 
famous German divisions, in the ad- 
vance from Chateau Thierry, but they 
had dug in pretty strongly on the op- 
posite bank of the Vesle, giving them 
time to bring up some heavy guns. 
These heavies were our target. 


the guns, followed by several har¢ 
journeys after ammunition, my gang 
was pretty badly done up. We parked 
the caissots, in the pitch darkness, be- 
neath soffie great oak trees that had 
thus far escaped. the bombardments. 
Ag per usual, we tied our horses to 
the wheels of the carriages and then 
sought shelter for ourselves. The 
valley was deep; we figured that our 
horses would be safe enough from gun- 
fire for that night at least. 

My bunkie and I spread our blankets 
under the folds of a large tarpaulin. 
just below the gums on the side of 
the hill. Dead tired as we were, it did 
not take us long to get to sleep. We 
must have slept the sleep of the dead, 
for we were treated with quite a thrill 
when we awakened in the morning. 

Evidently the enemy straffed 
the little valley heavily that night. 
The first thing that caught my atten- 
tion was one of my caissons, hanging 
from a great limb of one of the oak 
trees. Reaching up, I could barely 
touch the splintered hub on the down 
side. The other wheel was looped over 
the Iffmb as though it had been hung 
there by human hands. Horses? There 
were none in sight—alive. All about 
us were the bodies of dead animals, 
broken limbers, and scattered harness. 

Several “duds,” or unexploded shells, 
had cut deep furrows along the sur- 
face Of the ground, and, with their 
force expended, lay grim and silent on 
the grass. They were monstrous ob- 
jects. We measured one to be just 
39 inches in length and with a diam- 
eter of nearly 12. We counted four 
of these unexploded beauties within a 
radius of 200 feet. Imagine getting a 
good night’s sleep with these shells 
falling around within 50 yards of our 
bunks, exploding, as some of them evi- 
dently did, with a thunderous crash!

On the other hand, simplicity, a 
good family tree, even though it may 
be rooted in Montana instead of Mas- 
‘sachusetts, a sincere purposefulness 
may carry you on to the rim of this 
inner circle.

Legends of the conflict Between the 
old and the new are many; some- 
times they are comic, sometimes wist- 
ful.

The patricians 
dispatched a delicate but decisive note 
to the plebian advising her, and tak- 
ing for granted that she would change 
the date of her party. But the lady 
had learned fighting from her husband 
who had battled his way up the lad- 
der from coa] miner's jumpers to din- 
ner coat. 

She twisted her diamonds around 
her fingers until] they were out of the 
way of her gold pen, and she wrote 
her ultimatum: if anybody changed 
a date, it would be the old fogies 
giving the cotillion. 

Men, frail and fearful, played both 
colors, and accepted the!invitation to 
the cotillion and the invitation to the 
dance. 

Through newspaper interviews read 

by the whole town, Dut directed at 
her guest list, the lady with the dia- 
monds warned her friends that fail- 
ure to come .to her cotillion would be 
punished by being forever marked off 
her list.

Presently I 
told my troubles to a friendly Ger- 
man waiter, gave him a dollar and 
followed him, in trembling adventure, 
through the kitchen and out. Three 
of my companions employed the same 
technique.” 

This is, perhaps, the first incident 
on social record where it was harder 
to get away from a party than to get 
into it.

For the children of the first famil- 
jes married only the children of other 
first families. They would not march 
up the main aisle of St. John’s Epis- 
copal church with the son or daugh- 
ter of a family whose ancestors had 
not gathered at Lafayette square back 
in 1816 to see the corner stone of that 
church laid. 

The children of the third and fourth 
generation, if they were irked with 
the idea of marching up the aisle 
wit? other children of the third and 
fourth generation, went away tofother 
cities and other countries for matri- 
mony, or fame, or fortune. Death and 
emigration, then, cut down the orig- 
inal number. no membership 
drive filled up the gaps. 


, President Lincoln and his

The older grew the cave dwelling 
circle the fewer its members. The 
fewer the members the more deter- 
mined they were not to take in out- 
siders. The more unified the group the 
more exclusive. 


So that today in Washington there 
are perhaps only a dozen or So au- 
thentic cave dwellers left to remember 
yesterday’s glory. Their number is 
small enough to make them socially 
important, but not so smal! that it 
makes them civically insignificant. 
With the coming years this little band 
will grow smaller and smaller until 
the old time thoroughbred will disap- 
pear and the newer nobility, now 
known as the residentials, will step 
up to, but not quife into, the place 
left forever vacant. 


But that time has not yet come, and 
the cave dwellers today are the social 
prize packages in any gathering. 
They don’t go out very much. 

If you had run out of your nursery 
to have Mr. Lincoln, a guest in your 
father’s home, pat your shoulder, per- 
haps you wouldn’t find it especially 
thrilling to stand in line, along with 
3,000 others, for a brief chance to 
pump handle the hand of a President 
whom you didn’t know and who 
didn’t share your reminiscences. 

x * 
More Money Than Manners. 

If the wife of a famous President 
on whom you were calling had begged 
you to stay and help her entertain the 
wife of a famous ambassador “ be- 
cause you played with her when she 
was a little girl, and I'm kind of 
afraid of her,” perhaps you wouldn't 
jostle the crowd at an embassy tea on 
a Friday afternoon hoping that the 
good Lord would send an ambassador, 
or at least a minister, around to chat 
with you. 


Or if the wife of a cabinet minister 
had dropped into your breakfast room, 
every morning of the season, her 
hands filled with invitations from un 
knowns which she asked you to sort 
and rate for her, perhaps you wouldn’t 
m:uch care whether you were invited 
to some of the glamourous, golden par- 
ties given by those very people whose 
invitations you had advised the cabi:. 
net minister’s wife to toss into the 
waste basket. 


If al] of these-tnings, and hundreds 
of similar ones, had happened to you 
in your long, active, quiet life in 
Washington, then perhaps the size and 
the flash of the diamond on the third 
finger of the left hand of the second 
wife of an official fourth secretary 
would amuse, not dazzle you. As for 
the antics of a struggling millionaire 
seeking a title for his. daughter, you 
would surely regard it as a laboratory 
experiment in manners and not as a 
contemporary event of importance, 

This, frequently, is the attitude uf 
the cave dweller. 

One, more shary tongued than the 
rest, put it thig way: “They [tne 
climbers] have more money than man. 
ners; more pride than pedigree; more 
dinners than digestion.’’ 

But most of the cave dwellers are 
not so tart of tongue. More’ often 
they are gallant, quietly proud of de- 
mocracy’s tradition, and quietly dis- 
dainful of democracy’s achievement

and lets the debutante daughter of an 
Oklahoma congressman laugh at a 
bewildered old lady in lace mitts and 
trailing skirts. 
One of the Finest. 

In the very center of this inner 
circle, in a .u Pont circle library filled 
with fading letters from the world’s 
celebrities of half a century ago, sits 
a true cave dweller. She is Mrs. 
Archibald Hopkins, plucky and witty, 
proud and simple, one of the finest 
women in Washington, and one of the 
best beloved. 

Because she is typical, by inheri+- 
ence and conduct, of the worthiest of 
the cave dwellers, a glimpse at her 
life is an aid to any interpretation 
of capital society. She is the grand- 
daughter of Edward Everett, one time 
president of Harvard and secretary of 
state in 1852; a cousin of former Jus 
tice Charles Nott, and a second cousin 
of Edward Everett Hale. Her mother 
was Charlotte Brooks Everett, the 
Poston educator’s oldest daughter, and 
she came down to Washington to 
spend the winter of 1841 with the fam- 
ily of Daniel Webster, then secretary 
of state. 

The Websters then lived near Judl- 
ciary square, where the police station 
now stands. It was later that the 
secretary of state’s friends bought for 
him the celebrated house on H street, 
built in 1825 by Thomas Swann. Web- 
ster found the upkeep on this house 
pretty steep, so he sold it to W. W. 
Corcoran, who in time turned it over 
t6 Senator Calvin S. Bryce. For a 
long time it was the Washington home 
of Chauncey Depew. Not so long ago 
it was razed to make way for the 
National Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing. 

While in Washington Chariotte 
Everett met her future husband, 
Henry A. Wise, descendant of the 
Wises of Devonshire, England, but, 
more latterly, the Virginia lad who 
at the age of 14 ran away to the navy, 
fought in the Mexican war, and, under 
the name of Harry Gringo, wrote sea 
novels. They were married in the big 
drawing room of the famous Wads- 
worth house at Cambridge in August, 
1850. 

The following June their daughter, 
was born. And although 
she now ranks as one of Washington's 
truest cave dwellers, it is a matter 
of statistics that she wasn’t born inh 
Washington at all, but back in Boston, 
home of the Brookses and the Everetts, 
the Bradfords and the Cottons a 
others of her ancestors. She 
to the nation’s capital, however, as an 
infant and for 67 years has been of it. 

Indeed, it is because Charlotte 
Everett Wise Hopkins stands so pre- 
eminently for native Washington that 
the details of her life are here given. 
Her experiences may have been sharp- 
ened on the edge of her own individual 
wit, for she crowds piquant philosophy 
into every sharp clipped sentence. 


Her Glorious Memory. 

She remembers her parents’ home 
on H and 18th streets, the houde-once 
occupied by Jefferson Davis. She re- 
members that it had the second bath- 
room in Washington. Corcoran had 
the first, and half a dozen claim the 
second. But Grandfather Everett, who 
had purchased the home for the Wise 
family, to turn it back as a wedding 
gift to his new son-in-law, had sent 
to Boston for furniture and plumbing. 


She remembers that she had the

She remembers Lord Napier, the 
British minister, and the very select 
dancing class he ran in his ballroom 
for his little boys and their friends. 
She remembers how, on those eventful 
Saturday mornings, the flunkeys, four 
of them, flung open the door with 
what she was sure was “ trans-Atlantic 
celerity.”

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* The late Capt. Algernon Sar- 
toris; Grant’s grandson, who 
told of the rival hostesses. 


She remembers Lord Lyons, British 
minister during the civil war, and Sir 
Frederick W. A. Bruce, Gen. Bruce’s 
bachelor brother, who in 1865 headed 
the British legation here. With vivid- 
ness she remembers the day she stood, 
a wide eyed little girl of about 12, at 
the door of the nursery as her father 
and two naval officers carried a man 
into the room and laid him down on 
a bed in the children’s playroom. 


The man lying there gasping for 
breath was Lieut. Worden, later to be 
admiral, and he had just,been taken 
off, the Monitor, a bullet in his head. 
The little girl’s father, as chief of ord- 
nance, had furnished all the supplies 
for the Monitor, but he had got down 
to the harbor too late to board the 
ship before its duel with the Merri- 
mac. From the banks he watched the 
battle, and when it was over had his 
friend Worden taken to his home 

As Charlotte and her brothers and 
sisters huddled in the corridor they 
heard the man on the bed whisper, 
“I must go to report to my Presi- 
dent.” And they saw their father 
rush out of the house. 

.A few minutes later a tall man fol- 
lowed the children’s father up the 
stairs, and Mrs. Wise, at the door of 
the nursery, warned him lest he bump 
his head on the low ceiling. 


“But I am used to low ceilings,” 
the tall man told her. ‘‘ They remind 
me of my home in Springfield,’’. and 
the President of the United States 
went on over to the bed to say to the 
sick man, “I want to commend you 
for your services to your country and 
I shal] recommend you for honors, for 
gallantry in action.” 

“I only did my uty, sir,” the 
wounded sailor ered, and some- 
body pushed the children gently from 
the door. 

But they were gathered there again 
when the President came out, and 


‘Mrs. Hopkins remembers how Abra- 


ham Lincoln patted her shoulder and 
spoke to her as he went downstairs 
and back to the cabinet meeting he 
had left so suddenly. ; 

The next time she saw the President 
he was lying in the east room of the 
White House, wondrously still, very 
white, a soldier guard at his head and 
feet. She and her mother were per- 
mitted to’go in alone and take their 
farewell. 

* 
In the Exclusive Circle. 

One bright-colored day Gen. Meade 
took her to Bailey’s crossroads when 
he reviewed his troops. A spanking 
regiment went by, a tall man at its 
head. She didn’t notice him, and he 
was, looking at the general, not at 
the girl at his side. 

But a few years later, in 1878, the 
girl met and married the soldier. His 
name was Col. Archibald Hopkins, 
son of Mark Hopkins, president of 
Williams college and grandson of 


‘Mark Hopkins of revolutionary fame. 


Graduated from Williams on the 
Fourth of July, he had gone at once 
to the battlefield and had left it a 
full colonel by brevet, at 
recognition for bravery in action. 

Bradford and Cotton, Edward Ever- 
ett Hale and Harvard, Mark Hopkins 
and Williams, wars, revolutionary and 
civil, ambassadors and Presidents, 
Massachusetts and Virginia—these 
were the ingredients which went to 
make one famous pair of cave dwell 
ers. 

For a year Col Hopkins and his 
bride lived with her mdther in her 
home on H street, now the site of 
the Everett hotel. Nearby was the 
home of Buchanan's niece, Harriet 
Lane Johnson, at 18th and I, which 
was later to be owned by Thomas 
Fortune Ryan who, by Vatican dis- 
pensation, installed a chapel in it. 

In 1880 they moved to Du Pont 
circle, where Fleming, the contractor, 
father of the Fleming who recently 
succeeded C. C. Glover as president 
of the Riggs National bank, built for 
them a red brick house. Though but 
eight blocks from the White House, 
Du Pont circle was then the outpost 
of Washington; there was not a brick 
beyond. The first families to come 
adventuring into this new territory

from Virginia, and the 
from Chicago. 


‘The Wadsworths and the Leiters be- 
gan to entertain, but Mrs. Hopkins 
recalis that the pleasures of the old 
families were simple: the Saturday 
band conceft on the White House 
green, and dinners featuring conversa- 
tion rather than orehids. To give the 
nurse a rest Mrs. Hopkins would 
wheel her .baby’s carriage over to the 
lawn of the executive mansiog and sit 
and sew. If the President went by, 
he'd stop and chat. Pennsylvania ave- 
nue was the nation's Main street. 


She remembers the first diplomatic 
reception, in the Hayes administra- 
tion. True, there were no ambassadors 
then, just ministers, but it was very 
exclusive. Nobody below the rank of 
a colonel in the army or a captain 
in the navy was there. No sons were 


asked, and just enough women to fill 
out. 
Smart entertainment started in 


Arthur’s reign, under the direction of 
the Frelinghuysens. It continued, in 
Cleveland's time, under the Whitney 
leadership. Mrs. Hopkins assisted Mrs. 


' Whitney at her first New Year's re- 


ception, the one at which more’ than 
800 bottles of champagne were con- 
sumed and the terrapin bill was $900. 

She remembers a White House 
crush, when Cleveland was President, 
where one guest, wanting breathing 
space, stuck a pin in the arm of a too 
adjacent guest and caused a near riot. 
She remembers another assembly when 
a bloomer girl mounted a gold chair 
in the east room and shouted her im- 
passioned and uninterrupted speech 
on bloomerism. 

During their tenancy of the White 
House the Harrisons made of her a 
frequent and informal tea guest. 

By 1895 the cave dwellers, retreat- 
ing from the new society, were turn- 
ing their energies to charity, philan- 
thropy, and civics. Dolly Madison had 
been the first woman of note in the 
capital to interest herself in the more 
brutal facets of life in the placid, 
gentle community. Others had fol- 
lowed her steps. But Mrs. Hopkins 
cut out a trail of her own when she 
set about ridding the city of its na- 
tional eyesore, its alley property, 
and finding for the Negroes who -ince 
slave days had occupied these mis- 
erable shacks on the rear of their 
masters’ land, a decent place in which 
to live. 

In the McKinley administration Mrs, 
Hopkins, with her ready wit and 
common sense, and Col. Hopkins, with 
his gift for epigram, were much 
sought after in the salons of Henry 
Adams, John Hay, and Eugene Hale. 
It is said that Mark Hanna, when 
especially weary from the nation’s 
worries, would ask his good friends, 
the Hopkinses, over for the evening 
and would declare, at its end, that he 
felt sufficiently refreshed to start a 
new and fretful day. 

But through the McKinley and 
Roosevelt and Taft régimes Mrs. Hop- 
kins was so engrossed in her task 
that she had little time, if she had 
had the desire, for the more frivolous 
items on time’s calendar. 

The first Mrs. Wilson. shortly 
after she came to the White House, 
interested herself in the alley work. 
That first spring, every day of every 
week, save Saturday and Sunday, 
which she ““gave to Woodrow,” she 
accompanied Mrs. Hopkins (often a 
congressional delegation went along) 
on a dismal] tour of the alleys. The 
result was a relief bill, shelved in com- 
mittee, but revived suddenly, to be 
passed, in a weakened form, in time 
for the news to be brought back to 
the sick room just a few hours before 
Mrs. Wilson wied. 

We have given this detailed sketch 
of Mrs. Hopkins because she might 
well’ be the matrix from which could 
be cast the typical cave dweller. 

But, of course, there are others. 

* 
Her Senatorial Family, 

For instance, there is Mrs. Eugene 
Hale, daughter, wife, and mother of a 
senator. Like Mrs. Hopkins, Mrs. 
Hale was not born in a cave on the 
banks of the Potomac. As a little girl 
Mary (everybody calls her Minnie) 
came to Washington in 1857 when her 
father, Zachariah Chandler (everybody 
called him Zach), the Michigan mil- 
lionaire, came to the senate and took 
a house on H street where the Mary- 
land apartments now stand. In 1874 
he served as secretary of the interior 
under Grant and in 1879 returned to 
the senate, declining a cabinet posi- 
tion under Hayes. His daughter mar- 
ried Eugene Hale, senator from 
Maine, 1881-1889, and her bachelor 
son, Frederick, is now the senior sena- 


ill health keeps her 
pretty strictly to her own drawing 
room on Sixteenth street. Her home 
is filled with photographs and docu- 
ments, reminiscent of the days of the 
famous quartet: Hanna and Hopkins, 
Hale and Hitt, with Senator Frye 
making a cherished if not alliterative 
fifth. Hitt was the Illinois congress 
man whose son, William, wooed and 
won Katherine Elkins away from a 
duke. 

Another famous old name is that 
Peter, enshrined in Tudor place, th 
stately Georgetown mansion which 
once entertained Lafayette and which 
is said to be the last place in the capi- 
tal visited by Robert E. Lee. It was 
built in 1800 by Thomas Peter, who 


married Martha Parke Custis, great || 


grand-daughter of Martha Washing- 
ton. Their daughter, Britannia, mar- 
ried Capt. Beverly Kennon, who lost 
his life in the “ Princeton” explosion 
in 1844. She inherited the property 


Still another name that is inter- 


laced with history is Cutts. Richard | 


Payne, and in 1818 built his house 
on-the northeast corner of the com- 
mon that Was originally called Presi- 
dent's square, but which was changed 
to Lafayette square, after that French- 
man’s visit in 1824. Upon the death 
of its owners the house went to Dolly 
Madison, who, in her brilliant old age, | 
there held triumphant court. Today 
it is the home of the exclusive Cosmos 
club, with Mark Hanna’s “ little White 
House” as the ladies’ annex. 
Adele Cutts, second wife of Stephen 
A. Douglas, had a home far out on 
Third street, near lL. Cave 
remember her, as a girl, because 
was so poor that she couldn't wear 
long gloves to parties, but they loved 
her just the same. 

The Chew family, descendants of the 
chief clerk of the state department 


during the civil war, are still about 
Washington and one of them, Mary 


Pearson whose family lived at Brent- 
wood, north of the city, where the 
Baltimore and Ohio tracks now wind 
their way. One of the daughters mar- 
ried Carlisle Patterson of the coast 
survey and the les which their 
three daughters ahd a nephew, Augus- 
tus Jay, held at the oid home were 
splendid, even if the rats did run 
acrogs the floor and the candles drip 
wax on bare shoulders. The eldest 
Patterson girl married a Winslow of 
the navy and their descendants, Har- 
riet, Mary, Carlisle, Cameron, and 
Pearson, have the prestige of cave 
dwellers. 


Carlisle is a good old Washington 
name: The Mrs Carlisle who, years 
ago, came to the federal city as a 
bride from Rithmond endeared her- 
self to those early cave dwellers, She 
is ancestor to Mrs. Calderon Carlisle, 
whose son, James Mandeville Carlisle, 
married Edith Sanger. Carlisle was 
killed in France in the world war and 
his widow, of unimpeachable social 
position, has turned for a livelihood 
to the direction that so many younger 
cave dwellers have turned when they 
had to support themselves, to the ca- 
reer of a socia] secretary. Mrs. Car- 
lisle serves in that capacity for Mrs. 
Charles Gates Dawes. Her daughter, 
Katherine Carlisle, was one of last 
season's mqst popular debutantes. 

The Gist Blairs reign in a famous 
old cave at 1651 Pennsylvania avenue, 
looking down at the President's yard. 
Built in 1820 by Surgeon General 
Joseph Lovell, it became, fifteen years 
later, the home of Francis Preston 
Blair. He left it to his son, Mont- 
gomery, who was postmaster general 
from 1861 to 1864. For a time it was 
leased by George Bancroft, the his- 
torian; then by John Y. Mason, secre- 
tary of the navy, and later by Thomas 


‘Ewing, secretary of the interior. Mont- 


gomery Blair's widow died in the 
house and left it to her son, Gist. 
*

Answer—The above quotation is 
found in “The Farmer’s Daily Diet,” 
a poem written by the English farmer 
poet, Thomas Tusser, who lived from 
about 1515 to 1580. ‘“ The Farmer's 
Daily Diet” is a part of Tusser’s work 
called “ Five Hundred Points of Good 
Hlusbandry,.” which is full of rural 
wisdom and of advice to farmers and 


their wives. In chapter 12 are the 
lines: 


At Christmas pley and make good 
cheer, | 
For Christmas comes but once a year. 

Before 1580 George A. Macfarren 
wrote a poem in which a similar ex- 
pression appears: : 

Let’s dance end sing and make good 
cheer, 
For Christmas comes but once a year. 

The quotation is also found in 
“ Christmas,"’ by George Wither, writ- 
ten between 1588-1667: ‘ 

So now is come our joyfulls’t feast ; 

Let every man be jolly; 

Each room with ivy leaves is drest, 

And every post with holly. 

For Christmas comes but once a year, 
. And then they shall be merry. 

The saying appears again in a fam- 
tly Bible of 1666 (dated 1693), probably 
taken from Tusser’s poem: 

The dayes are very short, the year 


And fill up a cup of nut brown deere, 
Let's thaw our noses and our hearts 


upcheere, 
For Mery Christmas comes but once

The exterior will be done in Bed- 
ford rock. No contracts have been 
let yet, but it is expected that work 
will start on it late in the spring. 

“In 1833, when the parish was or- 
ganized,” said the Rev. Father Walter 
J. Orchard, C. 8. P., pastor of the 
church, “there wereabout 100 Cath- 
olics in the Chicago district. They 
petitioned the bishop of St. Louis for 
a priest and the Rev. Father John St. 
Cyr was sent. 

“It took him nine days on foot and 
on horseback to travel the then enor- 
mous distance from St. Louis to Chi- 
cago. It was April 17, 1833, when he 
left and he got here on the 27th.” 

At that time a good many of the 
Indians from the nearby reservation 
attended services at St. Mary’s. 

Destroyed by 1871 Fire. 

Later the church was moved to a 
point in Michigan avenue near Madi- 
son street and then to Madison and 
Wabash avenue, where it stood until 
the time of the fire of 1871, when it 
was burned down. 

At that time the present church was 
bought from the Plymouth Congrega- 
tionalists, who had built it in 1852.

Christmas Trees in Parks 


Five lighted Christmas trees have 
been erected in Indian Boundary park, 
Rockwell and Lunt avenues, R. Trim-

It was remodeled speedily along Ro- 
manist lines and services were held 
early in’1872, the year after the fire.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—An ap- 
plication to increase its power from 
5,000 to 100,000 watts, which would 
make it the highest powered broad- 
casting station in the country, has 
.been repeived by the federal radig 
commission from station WLS. Chi-’ 
cago. 

The station now has five-sevenths 
time on the 870 kilocycle channel, 
with the other two-sevenths time as» 
signed to station WENR. The latter 
station recently applied for full-time 
and an increase in power on the 8&70- 
kilocycle channel, which application is 
under consideration by the commission 
at this time. 

The formal application submitted to 
the commission states that WLS now 
broadcasts 71 hours and 30 minutes 
per week. “If construction permit 
is granted, we would operate our sta- 
tion as many hours as the radio com- 
mission will grant us between 7 a. m. 
and 12 p. m.,” it states. 

Construction of the new 100-kflowatt 
tramsmitter would be commenced im- 
mediately upon completion of a Study 
Of available equipment to determine 
what appartus is best suited to the 
station’s needs, should the construc 
tion permit be granted. |
